A vote against' MacFadden would 
have constituted a motion of non- 
confidence in Council, which 
might then hive resigned.

' tlmately discuss any grievances, 
they had no constitutional 
authority to alter any - student 
chairman's status.

Canadian 'universities did s not 
realise was,- that in joining an 
organisation that seeks, to pro- 



into American problems over 
which they can havo no control. 

He said that he did not object 
'to Canadians' agitating against 
injustice, but "resented their act- 
ing like automatons in adopting 
causes that could bo neglected 
for something closer to home. 

Concerning Jews' loss of ident- 



lty, Professor Horowitz suggested 
that Jewish sympathy for tho 
civil rights movement may bo" 
"the last gasp of Judaism on this ' 
-continent". He said that, for 
many uncommitted Jews, con- 
demnation of social injustices, is 
a "last-ditch substitute for roll- 
\gion, like the' twitch of a corpse 
in the throes of rlgor-mortis." 

Hc_sald that this love of justice 
is at the core of Judaism. As as- 
similation strips away layer after 
layer of the modern Jew's faith, 
only this core remains! When tho 
Jews no longer champion the 
cause of the underdog, then the 
process of assimilation will be 
completed, Professor Horowitz 
said.

The Anglo-Saxon minority has taken- 
its place at the heart of the Quebec stu- 
dent world as it has taken, its place since 
Confederation at the heart of Quebec 
society. . , 

Must we applaud this gesture of fra- 
ternity oh the part> of. the two ethnic 
groups as the delegates at the assembly 
did ? Will the entrance- of English stu- 
dents be in keeping with the objectives 
aet by UGEQ at its founding congress T 
Will their, entry hinder the progressive 
nature of UGEQ? 

I, personally, do not applaud the en- 
trance of English students into UGEQ. 

• I was accused and I will be accused' 
again of racism, but. I *UI1' maintain that 
UGEQ Is not yet ready to accept a minor- 

>> lty group Into Its midst. 

Why McGill asked affiliation In UGEQ 

For several years, McGill has been af- 
filiated with CUS. The founding of UGEQ 
caused French universities, to withdraw 
from CUS "and thus It became a charac- 
teristically ethnic union. Quebec was re- 
presented only by. English students in 
CUS. 

McGill, until this year, tended to be 
reactionary, and far from concerned with 
social problems, it was only recently that 
the Universities of British Columbia, Tor- 
onto and McGill became' truly concerned 
" with social problems, largely due to the ; 
influence of Quebec students." 

In this perspective, McGill was con- 

• fronted with the following dilemma:, 
would it be better for her to remain in 

- CUS and thus intensify its progressive 
tendencies or would ir-be better for her 
to play her role openly in the society 
which is ours : that of Quebec. 

In fact, most of the council members 
of McGill preferred to play both roles by 
affiliating equally with UGEQ and CUS. 
But UGEQ did riot accept this double af- 
filiation. As a result, McGill chose to iden- 
tify themselves with UGEQ. It is now a 
member of Quebec society.' 



If Quebec Is to be herself, if the stu- 
dents have a role to play in her remak- 
ing, they must all participate equally. It 
Is now or never. 

The SC of McGillhas voted to join 
UGEQ, but it is not supported by all of 
the student body. In a situation analog- 
ous to that of AGEUM, the students ac- 
cuse the SC of being non-representative. 

The newly elected SC tends to lean to- 
ward the left. It is ready to recognise 
the nationalist and socialist aspirations 
of Quebec," but "les white socks" do not 
agree. • 

Tho unilinguallsm of UGEQ and Mc- 
Gill's retreat from CUS does not seem to 
please them. The president of the McGill 
Students' Society thinks that a referen- 
dum will be demanded and she is not 
suré it will be successful We have ac- 
cepted McGill, but McGill has not yet 
ratified this agreement. 7 - 

Why UGEQ accepted McGill 

First of all, virtually no one opposed 
the action. Is not UGEQ the union of 
Quebec students? And are not, McGill 
and Sir George a part of Quebec? Then 
surely If McGill and Sir 'George accept 
our conditions, there is no reason to re- 
ject -them." Moreover, it seems that the 
executive, of UGEQ did not only accept 
the English students but sought them 
out in the first place. Daniel Latouche, 
director of the bureau of International 
affairs declared at a press conference 
that UGEQ insisted on affiliating McGill. 

According, to him, this affiliation not 
only permits UGEQ to represent French 
Canadians abroad, but also Quebec, as a 
territory distinct from the rest of Cana- 
da. This pretext of the powers of repre- 
sentation of UGEQ seems to have exerted 
pressure n/t only on the international 
world but also on tho government of Que- 
bec. .

Richard Guay did not help the cause by 
presenting an ultimatum to Gérin-Lajole. 
The latter does not seem to take seriously 
tho 55,000 students of UGEQ. Yet if Mc- 
Gill students, who are so reasonable and 
so pragmatic, also demand with UGEQ 
the freezing of fees, the government 
would do 111 to ridicule us. 



Another practical reason' led UGEQ to 
accept McGill : money. The 11,500 stu- 
dents of McGill with the 4,000 of Sir 
George, at one dollar per capita would 
help considerably the financial difficul- 
ties of UGEQ. . 

These then, are the official reasons of 
the executive. Two hundred delegates, as 
well, accepted McGill's entry, with gener-' 
al enthusiasm, and a near-unanimous 
vote. Only Michel Pelletier, Michel Vail- 
lancourt, and two delegates from the Arts 
Faculty at the University of Montreal 
- voted against McGill. 

Why this unanimity and general en- 
thusiasm, why, above all, this debate be- 
fore a vote in which no argument of a 
political nature was raised? Largely be- 
cause whether one is willing to admit it 
or not the entrance of English-speaking 
students has a political implication but 
this will be discussed later.

The students of McGill and Sir George 
are Québécois, and UGEQ is the union 
of Quebec students. It goes without say- 
ing that they should be accepted. But 
the issue is not so simple. 

" The president of McGill's Students' So- 
ciety sajd tfiat McGill students want to 



participate in the building of a new Que- 
bec society.- That's edifying. If they enter 
UGEQ as a minority because they havo 
always thought and acted as a majority, 
their action is tainted with heroism; wa fT 
French-Canadians, know something of that. 
But will they suffer a loss really? 

The Anglo-Saxons of Quebec represent 
10% of the population. In UGEQ's gén- 
éral assembly, they represent 24% of the 
votes; in the coordination committee, 
25% of the volés. To those who believe 
in the. eventual effective Integration of 
the Anglo-Saxons into UGEQ, these per- 
centages have little Importance.

The' En- 
glish students Have joined UGEQ because - 
they felt that the iron is hot and that it 
is time for them to take thcposltlon- that 
suits them. 

UGEQ is not ready to welcome special 
cases. It UGEQ's ultimatum to the mi- 
nister of education was not taken se- 
riously, It is because all the 55,000 stu- 
dents it represented were not behind the 
action, It is normal that after one year 
of existence, UGEQ Has no't been able to 
rally all the students.

only 200 pints short of -last year's, 
record, it should haye been far 
more, since there are "3,000 
moro students" registered at 
McGill this year. He did not give 
the source of his statistics. 

Later Al Tunis, McGill Univer- 
sity's information officer, told 
the Dally that although registra- 
tion figures are still incomplete 
it is unlikely that there are more 
than 13,000 students registered 
this year. There were moro than 
12,000 last year. He said it is un- 
likely that any university source 
would have given out the 3,000 
student-increase figure. 

Daily supporters received 
equal time. 

George Kubanek, PhD 5, said 
that "freedom of expression and 
protest exist in very few places 
in the world.
